SLEEPING ANTWERP
AROUSED BY BOMBS
OF ZEPPELIN RAIDER

Philadelphian Receives Let-
ter From Eyewitness to
First Attack on Doomed

" Belgian City.

The dropping of lombe oh  ARtwarp
from thes Nt Zappelin which attacked
that city Is graphically deseribed in &
letter recelved by a Philpdelphian from
HAward A, Higgln, of the Atlantlo Line,
Miswourl, The first Zeppelin attick was
made Auguet M at 13 a. m. The ae:
count of the evewithoss 1 na (ollows:

“I arrived In Antwerp on Monday and
I dhall glve you my experionoe in u olty
attacked by an alrship.

“"Everything had been fairly quiet In

Antworp singe the oulbrenk of war. The
city wna known to be one of the gayest
and most Interesting on the Contihent
and the people seemed to have little fear
for thelr town, e they placed great re-
lance on the strong [riifications, with-
out thought of {ts being attacked from
another dirsction.

“Monduy night an unusual quletnesa
seomed to prevall and every ona went
nbout In whispered converaation, little
thinking of the calamity that would be-
fall their city long bafors dnybreak.

“At midnight It was afine, clear starlight
nlght, but with no moon when, wbout 1:30
Tuexday morning, the throb of an engine
from wn alrship could be heard in the
eantern sky and as seconds elupsed a
terriflg rowr could be henrd Lringing ter-
ror Lo the hearta of all the now awakened
population. Then an huge alrship could
be seen sweeping down on the city, ap-
parently vory cloge, about 300 feet up,
Just clearing the houss tops. Then over
the town, four strenks of fire appenred
to drop from the alrship In qulck suec-
caksion, followed by heavy reports as each
ahell burst, shaking the whole town., As
each shell exploded u searchlight from the
nlrship would be directed upon the de<
struotion and havoe each had done. The
whole population were out in their night
witire, It wis pltlable to gee men, women
and children running In all directions;
some orylog, some koeeling praying with
fonr, Bome skoenmied to have gone quite
mad at the continual eannonide of guna
from the forts and the moans of the iIn-
Jurcd., The airship was then seen to drift
away ns quletly ns it appeared, loaving
destruction and death In oll dirpctions,

“The Germans apparently had thelr
titrgot mapped out for ench bomb, but
In overy cnue fire was badly directed.
Unfortunately nearly every shell burst in
the poorer quarter, wrecking houses and
killing and wounding the dwellers while
they alept.

"“The first bomb, which waa Intended
for the barrncks, fell In n small residen-
tial sguare off the Faleon Place clone to
the shipping and apparently burst before
renching  the grownd, as pleces of steo)
flew in all difections penetrating the
stone houses,

“Another bomb, which caused the most
destruction, fell in Kxchange streot near
the Hourse: It was undoubtedly Intended
for the Royal Palace, not 400 feet away
on Pliues de Melre. In thls case the house
was entirely blown up, causing several
deaths,

“The next was directed for the Palace
de Juatlee, on Boulevard de Arts, but
exploded In Rus de Justice, a atreet close
by this also burst Lefore reaching earth,
unid stonework and plllars on hult the
girest were torn away,

*The fourth and last infernal machine,
I should think, was dropped for St. Ellzn-
bheth's Howpital, on Rue Paob, but fell
In  the HBotanlenl Gardens adjolning,
ploughing up the Eround to a conslder-
nble depth and wrecking columns and
masonry surrounding. In each case all
the windows In the vicinity were blown
entirely out,

“The whole town now Is In hourly fear
and dread of the Zeppelln's returning on
another terrible errand, and Antwerp is
now a town of mourning and darkness,
At 8 o'clock every evening all lights In
the city are out. Tramways are all
stopped, bLridges are all closed, the enly
velleles on the street dre requlred to have
speciul panses, people are (n thelr houses
In darkness, us no lights of any desorlp-
tion are allowed; the clty Is abasolutely
dark after the hour of § p, m., and such
people as sre in the streets are belng
aintinually held up by the guards and
have to produce s permit,

“Huch i now the stute of the olty of
Antwerp, only a few weeks ago a soene
of gayety and pleasurs, and I am very
gled to know 1 am now back In London
after the horrors I experienced last
week,"

NEW YORK, Oot, 4 ~Germany’s cam-
palgn In Poland, which s now baginning
to develop Ita ofensive airength, wana
conducled In Its early stages with greal
skill, It ssemn now evident that the ad-
vanes on Warsiw waa skilfully masked
by the recent aparations, 100 to 160 miles
further north In the Niemen River dla-
trict. The Russinns apparently mistook
the Gorman advanca toward the Nleman
aa the enemy’'s maln objective,

Even the ability of the second and
third«class Russian fortresses In North
FPoland to withstand the Geérman attacks
whila the powarful French and Pelgian
fortifieatlons were falllng did not open
the oyes of the Russian Goneral Staff.

The fact Is now seen to ba that the
#uccesdful resistance of these Polish
forts was dus to the meagre German
forves aent agalnst them: While the Rus-
Elans were hurrying overwhelming nrmies
ncrons the Nloemen and were triomphantly
forelng the Germans to retira townrd
Enst Prussla, the real German offenslve
wna developing agalnst Warsaw,

The Garmans appear to have suoccasded
in landing nrmies of groat strangth with-
out molestation across the 160 miles sep-
arating their frontler from the Vistula,
on which river the Intrenched camp of
Warsnw s located. What part of the
attentlon of the Hussian Ceneral Stafiy
wue not centred on the suocossful Nie-
men operations was ocoupled with the
advance through Gallola.

The Russlans were moving forward In
the north and wsouth with supreme
optimirm, as their oMcial reports obvious-
Iy showed; they were to be In Berlin by
Christman: the Germans from East Prua-
gin nnd the Austrians (n Galielg were un-
able to atand against them. Then, aud-
denly, betweon the viotorious northern
and southern Husslan armies, the German
Goaneral Staff launched Its counter of-
fenaive, and the Russians have now
reallged the danger Into which thefr
optimism has led them,

They have had to withdraw thelr ad-
vance foroey marching on Cracow, and
the other operntions In Eust Prussia have
become of minor Importance. A new bat-
tle front running south from the Warsaw
distrlet ls being forced upon them, pre-
sumahbly of Germpany's own choosing, The
overconfidence that brought disaster to
Russla’'s first offensive In East Prussala
early {n tho war ssems now to be ab-
lterating n large part of the Gallelan
FUConns.
